Payment In Fayette 
County

Made Under Protest and Liquor Men 
of State Will Make Test of Law's 
Constitutionality.

ASSESSMSNTS; 
THE LAW AND THE CUSTOM. 


The Washington Observer finds It 


•elf unablo to agree with this paper 
In Its view of assessments. It says i 


The Connollsvillc Courier does la&t 
"believe th it the law requiring; asses- 
sors to ass-ess ill the actual value is a 
correct one. It says "The only solu- 
tion of the problem to us is the remedy 
•uggpsted In these columns recently, 
jzaraely, to amend the law and require 
aflsessmon's to be. made on the basis 
ot one-half or two-thirds the actual 
value, and then enforce the law to tliu 
letter." 
ITe cannot see tho force at 
this reuse nlnET. 
Tho whole trouble of 
the asnos^ors is to fret at the actual 
value In tho first place. One assessor 
•will value a certain property at J2.UOO 
and another will place it as low :ta 
$1,000. AJ. a matter of fact the proper- 
ties in this county are usually assessed 
at about t-3 per cent, of tholr value af- 
ter all revisions nro made. If tho law 
required the assessors to assess at two- 
thirds the value, is it not possible that 
the present assessment "would bo low- 
ered and that In fact the properties 
•would be returned at about two-thirds 
of the twi-thirds value? Tho difficulty 
Is In getting tho property uHsosaecl at a 
fair price based on the actual value. 
The question of actual value will ever 
be a troublesome one and U certainly 
will .novae be solved by having JOQ or 
inora assessors of the county nxing- 
thcsft va'uoa with as many different 
Ideaa as to value as there are asses- 
•ora. W'j fear The Courier's solution 
will not solve the problem. 


The force of our reasoning -would 


be more apparent it more of it were 
quoted. 


"The difficulty," The Observer says, 


"Is getting the property assessed a.: 
*. fair price based on actual value." 
This is not very clear, but wo assume 
that our contemporary mentis that thy. 
difficulty i« In getting the property as 
•esaed at. a fair proportion of its actual 
Talne. 


In otfiier -words, the difficulty Is in 


getting tie multitude^ of assessors, 
"with a) many different Ideas," tc 
adopt a. common stanulard or per 
ceatage of actual value 03 assessment 
.value. 


The IIITV required the assessors 'to 


assess M property at actual cnsli 
value. The universal cubtom is to as 
Bess it ivt anywhere from 25 to 75 
pti- cent, of its actual cash value. 
That custom cannot be changed, antl 
U it could it would inevitably result 
in an enormous increase in. taxation 
and 
consequent 
irustoful 
extrava- 


gance, or sinful graft, or both. 


[The objectionable feature ot the 


present method Is its Inequitable char 
aeter. One citizens pays on an equal 
value three times as much in taxes 
as Oils neighbor, all because tho mul- 
titude of assessors -with a multitude 
of idea:i as to a "fair price based on 
actual value" vary from 25 to 75 pe- 
cent. 


The suggestion of The Courier wa? 


simply that the law be modified so as 
to require the assessors to value 
property at tho most common ratio 
now employed, namely, from one-half 
to two-Jilrds of Its actual value. This 
•would onablo them to keep within the 
law and would make assessments un- 
iform in. town and township, county 
and State; and if any failed to rate 
proper! y in strict accordance with the 
law, the County Commissioners could, 
and no doubt would, enforce tho law 
to the letter; and this could be done 
•without hardship, something that can 
Bot be said for the existing law, which 
Is not enforced by either officials tor 
this vary reason.
